The corner cases are Curtis design — cabinets C-6510. These are made in pine and are 
quite inexpensive. If you prefer to have cases with circle top glazed doors above the counter 
shelf you may have them, for Curtis makes these with and without doors (see page 13.) 
There are four adjustable shelves above and one below the counter line. 

Curtis offers a very complete selection of corner china closets. Note these various designs 
carefully and select the one you like best and that will fit in most appropriately with your other 
woodwork. All are beautiful cases, made like the finest furniture, and are exceedingly practical.

Some of these designs of Curtis Cfiina Cases are from tfie boards of some of America's 
outstandins architects; others are adaptations of fine old pieces taken from early American 
or Enshsh homes.

The drchitectural style of the home is often indicated in the design of its 
stair. It iS/ therefore^ important that the design be good. 

In the past/ many builders have felt that beauty in stair work was a matter 
of size. Modern taste demands smaller^ more delicately molded formS/ which 
made the stairs of Colonial days so delightful. 

Here are a few excellent examples of good design in stair material. 
When properly constructed^ a stairway may be strong and durable and yet 
have slender, graceful details. 

The same extreme care in the selection and conditioning of materials is 
exercised in the making of stair parts as in every other piece of Curtis 
Woodwork. Quality and honest construction^ added to excellent design, 
have given Curtis stair work a very enviable reputation. 

Under the Surface Quality 

Curtis stair treads are glued up of thoroughly dried 1/^" stock in 
order to secure clear pieces and to avoid checking. They are carefully 
surfaced and a nosing run on the front edges. 

Risers are thick and are made similarly to the treads. 

Turned newels and stair rail are also made of glued-up stock

The risers of half and quarter circle and scroll end steps are veneered 
over a substantial solid pine form and the cove is formed and applied. 

The perfectly machined and graceful volutes, easinss, goosenecks^ 
and newel caps, for standard Curtis rails, introduced as standard stock 
designs by Curtis more than a decade ago, are an important element in 
the production of beautiful stairs at reasonable cost. They are constructed 
on especially built machines and run to templets so that they perfectly 
match the corresponding Curtis rails. Rail bolts and dowels are furnished 
for attaching these items to the rail with strong hidden joints. 

All Curtis stair work is machine sanded as far as possible and in- 
spected and finished by hand. Newels, balusters and crooks are packed 
in substantial fibreboard cartons and all other parts are carefully pre- 
pared for safe shipment. Each part is stamped with the Curtis trademark. 

To secure the utmost in satisfaction, Curtis stair parts must be properly 
treated after they reach the job. 

Curtis Woodwork has had no priming coat that might hide inferior 
material or workmanship. It should, therefore, receive a priming filler coat 
as soon as delivered to the job to prevent absorption of moisture. It 
should never be stored in a damp place nor should it be delivered before 
the plastering is dry. 

The shellacking or painting of all unexposed surfaces is worth while. 

On these pages are illustrated several different designs of stairways. 
The possible variations using stock material are almost unlimited and are 
adaptable to any type of home.
